The winds of change in Sino- American relations 
may be fortuitous breezes for the Kingdom of Nepal.

But the present tentative exchanges 
between Washington and Peking may change all that. 
Nepal has halted Indian interference in its internal 
affairs in recent years by moving closer to China. After 
India and China fought over their border in 1962, 
however, King Mahendra sought out a wider circle of 
friends, including the United States. That friendship 
finds expression on Friday, Feb. 27, when Sen. and 
Mrs. William B. Sax be (R-Ohio) will represent President 
and Mrs. Richard Nixon at the wedding of Crown 
Prince Birendra and Princess Aishwarya Rajyalaxmi. 
Despite aid from India, the United States ($6 
million a year), China, the Soviet Union and several 
other countries, Nepal remains a backward and 
primitive part of Asia.

A YEAR TO BE REMEMBERED— The year 1%9 will be remembered for 
many happenings, not the least being man's first walk on the Moon But 
for those concerned with the enactment of badly needed labor law reform 
the year was highlighted by two major steps taken to end the use of com­ 
pulsory dues dollars for politics. 
In the United States Senate a proposal by Senator Paul Fannin to end 
political spending by tax-exempt labor organizations was vigorously de­ 
bated. And in the judicial arena the National Right to Work legal Defense 
and Education Foundation was formed to finance worker challenges to the 
constitutionality of the political spending of compulsory dues dollars. 
The significance of these two actions cannot be underestimated For 
success in restraining the excessive political power union officials have 
built up through the use of compulsory dues is ab solutely m e n ta l before 
there can be any meaningful change in labor legislation. 
While these efforts have succeeded in transforming the question of union 
political spending into a dynamic and enduring issue, a variety of spetial 
business groups have been stalled in their efforts to promote broad stale 
labor law reform 
Their lack of significant progress stems, we believe, from a failure to 
understand the overriding fear which excessive union political power strikes 
in the hearts of most legislators— even those who believe strongly that labor 
law reform is long overdue 
The simple fact is that there will be no fundamental change in labor 
legislation until we restore some semblance of balance between the polit­ 
ical power of union officials and the number of people whom they truly 
represent. As Senator Edward Gurney said recently in urging support for 
the new Foundation. "Union officials spent over SftO million on the Hum­ 
phrey For President campaign Much of the funds came from men and 
women, both Democrats and Republicans, who are forced to pay unton 
dues in order to hold their jobs This is what needs to be stopped- the 
use of compulsory dues for politics After all 44% of the union people 
voted against Humphrey 
With a single stroke the flow of millions of 
dollars into such political war chests can be cut off." 


LEGISLATIVE "TIME iO M l" 


On the legislative front the Fannin proposal was "defeated ” But the 
progress made toward ending one of the most indefensible aspects of 
compulsory unionism is indeed impressive The willingness of the Senate, 
in open debate to focus the national spotlight on union officials’ most 
important and up-to-now least mentioned special privilege illustrates how 
far we have come in the past few years in the drtve against compulsory 
unionism. As one nationally syndicated columnist said following the vote. 
“ When 19 Senators show a willingness to risk the displeasure of the very 
powerful union lobby it is obvious that some kind of change in the polit­ 
ical climate is already here ” 
And time certainly is on our side COPE (the AFl-CIOs "voluntary” 
political action front) admitted this recently when it destribed the Fannin 
proposal as "a time bomb programmed to detonate in a future Congress " 
That time bomb might well detonate next year if a fair share of 20 union 
favorites (Senators that voted against the Fannin amendment and "right" 
8 0% of the time or more according to the AFl-CIO) are defeared this 
Fall Right to Work supporters in the states where these 20 are running are 
already mapping plans to make a major issue of their Senator's vote 
Yes. 1969 was a year of progress Some giant steps were taken in the 
Courts and Congress And many more people now recognize that we 
must end the use of compulsory dues dollars for politics before we can 
enact a National Right to Work law and other needed labor law reform 
Change n coming. But the active support of many more far-sighted busi­ 
ness leaders is needed if we are !o convert progress into success Drop us

A YEAR TO BE REMEMBERED— The year 1%9 will be remembered for 
many happenings, not the least being man'* first walk on the Moon But 
for those concerned with the enactment of badly needed labor law reform 
the year was highlighted by two major steps taken to end the use of com­ 
pulsory dues dollars for politics. 
In the United States Senate a proposal by Senator Paul Fannin to end 
political spending by tax-exempt labor organizations was vigorously de 
bated. And in the judicial arena the National Right to Work legal Defense 
and Education Foundation was formed to finance worker challenges to the 
constitutionality of the political spending of compulsory dues dollars. 
The significance of these two actions cannot be underestimated For 
success in restraining the excessive political power union officials have 
built up through the use of compulsory dues is absolutely essential before 
there can be any meaningful change in labor legislation. 
While these efforts have succeeded in transforming the question of union 
political spending into a dynamic and enduring issue, a variety of special 
business groups have been stalled m their efforts to promote broad scale 
labor law reform. 
Their lack of significant progress stems, we believe from a failure to 
understand the overriding fear which excessive union political power stnkes 
in the hearts of most legislators— even those who believe strongly that labor 
law reform is long overdue 
The simple fact is that there will be no fundamental change in labor 
legislation until we restore some semblance of balance between the polit­ 
ical power of union officials and the number of people whom they truly 
represent. As Senator Edward Gurney said recently in urging support for 
the new Foundation, "Union officials spent over $00 million on the Hum­ 
phrey For President campaign Much of the funds came from men and 
women, both Democrats and Republicans, who are forced to pay union 
dues in order to hold their jobs This is what needs to be stopped- the 
use of compulsory dues for politics After all, 44% of the union people 
voted against Humphrey 
With a single stroke the flow of millions of 
dollars into such political war chests can be cut off" 


LEGISLATIVE "TIME BO M B" 


On the legislative front the Fannin proposal was "defeated." But the 
progress made toward ending one of the most indefensible aspects of 
compulsory unionism is indeed impressive The willingness of the Senate, 
in open debate, to focus the national spotlight on union officials' most 
important and up-to now least mentioned special privilege illustrates how 
far we have come in the past few years in the drive against compulsory 
unionism. As one nationally syndicated columnist said following the vote, 
"When 19 Senators show a willingness to risk the displeasure of the very 
powerful union lobby it is obvious that some kind of change in the polit­ 
ical climate is already here " 
And time certainly is on our side COPf (the AFl-CIOs "voluntary" 
political action front) admitted this recently when it described the Fannin 
proposal as "a time bomb programmed to detonate in a future Congress " 
That time bomb might well detonate next year if a fair share of 20 union 
favorites fSenators that voted against the Fannin amendment and "right" 
80% of the time or more according to the AFL-CIO) are defeated this 
Fall Right lo Work supporters in the states where these 20 are running are 
already mapping plans to make a major issue of their Senator's vole 
Yes, 19f»9 was a year of progress Some giant steps were taken in the 
Courts and Congress And many more people now recognize that we 
must end the use of compulsory dues dollars for politics before we can 
enact a National Right to Work law and other needed labor law reform 
Change is coming. But the active support of many more far-sighted busi­ 
ness leaders is needed if we are to convert progress into success Drop us
